SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: FEBRUARY, 1963 


Rainfall: Rainfall during February was generally below normal throughout the whole of the State. Only an isolated coastal 
strip of the central northwest, an area near Bicheno and the D’Entrecasteaux Channel district near Woodbridge received falls in 
excess of average. Districts between Western Junction and St. Marys received less than 50 percent of normal with one area south of 
Mathinna recording less than 30 percent of the usual amount. 


The Derwent Valley, Southern Midlands, and Central Plateau lake country also received less than 50 percent of normal rainfall. 
The Ouse-Hamilton district of the Derwent Valley and a large section of the Midlands were particularly dry, recording less than 


50 points of rain during the month. 


Temperature: The average maximum for February exceeded 70 degrees in the central north and also in that section of the 
East coast between St. Helens and Swansea, The average was higher than 65 degrees except on the Central Plateau, West Coast and 
Southwest, but a small area cooler than 60 degrees occurred on the Central Plateau. Readings were below normal except for isolated 
coastal areas of the North-Hast, North-West and West Coast. The area with maxima more than 2 degrees below normal roughly 
corresponded to the 65-degree isotherm and embraced the West Coast, South-West and Central Plateau. Negative departures greater 
than 5 degrees oceurred over a section of the Central Plateau. 


Bushfires: Scattered minor outbreaks occurred on 24th, 25th and 28th of the month. 
Pastures, Crops, &c.: As a result of below normal rainfall, pastures in the South-East, and to a lesser extent the Midlands, 


suffered badly and were in urgent need of rain. 


Early frosts which were reported from Central and Northern districts were responsible for some crop damage, although the 
damage was confined mainly to the Midlands where potato crops were badly cut. 


Strong gusty winds caused damage to fruit crops, mainly in the Huon, and also damaged fences and farm installations. 
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
